—State revenue must be increas­ 
ed by at least $3,000,000 Gover­ 
nor Bibb Graves told the Alabama 
legislature today in his first mes­ 
sage as chief executive. He recom­ 
mended an early short recese to 
enable to the Ways and Means and 
b ¡nance committees to offer plans 
for raising this additional re venus 
without increasing ad valorem tax­ 
ation. 
This increase will be made nec­ 
essary by new expenses to be in­ 
curred 
by tHe 
adoption 
of the 
Graves 
administration 
program, 
outlined in hi» message, he said. 
. “For its own protection the state 
must see to it that every normal 
child is put through’ the 
grammar grades, not one of these 
trrammar schools must ever be per- 
L mi tied to run less 
than 
seven 
months and a $75 minimum should 
be reached in the pay of the teach­ 
ers,” he told the legislature. 
Governor Graves asked the pas­ 
sage of legislation which will re­ 
move county as well as state con­ 
victs from mines and other leased 
employment. He algo asked, that 
busses be made common carriers 
and placed tmder the supervision 
of the public service commission. 
The governor recommended the 
increase of the judiciaries pay and 
the simplification of rules of pro­ 
cedure to expedite functions of 
th* courts. 
He recommended ‘ that,

propriation of $50,000 to be asked 
by the Child Welfare department, 
be granted; 'that adequate «cune 
and fish regulations be enacted.

Their purpose is to help * 
the farmers make the maximum amount of money, 
knowing that the more money they make the 
more business they will do with the Atmore mer­ 
chants. 
Therefore, the merchants get their pay 
in a bigger business from a mote prosperous 
agriculture. 
“It is not likely that the mail-order business 
thrives around Atmore.” 
The Daily is perfectly willing to accord three 
cheers for Atmore, but it would remind the farm 
bureau of some of the movements underway at 
this time to bring the farmer and merchant closer 
together in Morgan county.

By International News Service 
TOKIO.— The first class cruiser 
Furutaka, pride of the Japanese 
navy, is laid up in drydock at the 
Yokosuka Navy Yard while work­ 
men are replacing 7,000 H vetT tn 
the bottom of her hull that became 
loosened within six months after 
she had been placed in commission. 
Discovery of this fault 
in 
the 
construction of the Furutaka came 
as a shock to navy authorities. 
It 
is expected to result in a thorough 
investigation of whether poor ma­ 
terial or careless workmanship was 
employed in her construction 


and was turned over to the Navy 
last April. 
She was designed by 
Naval Architect Rear Admiral Hi- 
raga and was declared to bo the 
last word in naval cruisers and tho 
most efficient craft of her class. 
Since the Furutaka went into 
drydock, however, many naval au­ 
thorities have outspokenly declared 
that she is a failure.
